tion: favor honest money and a liberal 
pension policy; endorsa Ilarrisou ami 
predict his rc-cicction.

Charlemagne xvas the llrst sovereign 
to limit the coinage of northern Europe 
and the llr-t to ornament the coins with 
Mils oxvn elligy after the manner of the Ho 
man emperor*. Since his time tills prac 
lice ha* been general on the Continent, 
though national arms or other local lym 
lads have never censed entirely to lie used, 
ns among the Greeks and Homan* In the 
early period* of tluir history, when an 
olive hrnncli, a wine jar, an ox nr some 
other Imugc connected with the origin nr 
Industry of the city or the state, xvas con 
tillered an appropriate emblem.—Chicago 
Tribune.

Tlie met ting wan in eliarge ttf llev. J. II. 
McDonald, pastor of the M. K Church, 
nml the singing was hjr tlie choir connected 
with that eliiirrh. 

Tlie tueellng opened with a neleetlon hy 
the elinlr "Wake the song of Jubilee." Mr. 
McDonald followed with serlpture rending 
after wlileli the llev. Daniel Ktans offered 
prayer.

Tlie Hev. Daniel Evans was the Hr»l 
speaker nnd hNik fur the basis of Ills re- 
marks the Foilrlh Commandment and 
Mark if :27, “The Kildmth was mode for 
man and not man for the Sabbath.”

The apenkcr said that there were arrnyeil 
on the one side the vicious men, the saloon- 
keepers and inniiiimiu worshipers. On the 
other were men who were struggling for 
right, and for family Interest, with all that 
is Involved In lofty alms and future destiny 
ami the church, which wauls a belter Sun¬ 
day observance. 

We owe It to ourselves to take the day 
as a means of becoming lmtter iici|uaiiitcd 
with our families, as It Is the only time 
many men ran get. Were It not for It they 
might need an intPMluction to their child¬ 
ren when they meet them. 

I'hyslflnns, ministers, ami lalair- 
h-nders are all In favor of, and Im- 
lleve In, the beneficial results of the old 
Sabbath law.

Tlie speaker claimed that the common 
enemy of the Sabbath was greed, the p'ea 
of the theatre, the ImiII game, tlie rail roads 
ami steam boats was that man needisl 
recreation—but tlie real motive was gain. 

He further remark'd that its the athlete

tuna, to coat not over fl.OOO.UUU; four 
light draught gunboats and six torpedo 
boats. 

Mr. McFbrrsou offered sn amendment 
to strike out the House provision for an 
armored cruiser and tha senate provision 
for a battle ship; and to provide for three 
inalead of one harbor defence double tur¬ 
ret ships of the monitor type.
